COURTROOM JAMMED. 

The decision of Judge Landis 
aroused almost as much interest aa did 
the presence of John D. Rockefeller 
and other officials of the Standard 
Oll Company in the courtroom on July 
6 The crush was s0 great\that a 
large force of deputy] marshals had 
much difficulty in controlling the crowd 
that was anxious to force its way 
Anto the courtroom. 

When Judge Landis took his seat 
on the bench, he said quietly: 

“The United States vs. the Standard 
Ql Company. Is the defendant repre- 
sented?” 

“If the court please, said Merritt 
Starr, for the Standard Ot! Company’s 
defense, “on behalf of the defendant, 
and in the absence of the regular coun- 
sel, but with their authority, I desire 
to make a suggestion or two pertain- 
ing to the final order in the case?”’ 

“Doesn't it strike you,” broke in 
Judge Landis, “that it would be well 
to wait until I have finishe’ with this 
Then I will hear what you 
have to say.” 

The judge shook his manuscript as 
he spoke, and Mr. Starr sat down. 

During the reading of the opinion, 
when the court said something es- 
pecially stinging against the company 
or its methods, the spectators would 
laugh loudly, and the bailiffs were 
competiecd repeatedly to ray for order. 
When the reading had been con- 
cluded, Judge Landis turnfed to Attor- 
ney Starr and declared at he was 
ready to hear what he had to say. 

Mr. Starr. said it had been promised 
that there would be a delay tn the ex- 
ecution of the judgment. This the 
court denied positively. After some 
debate between the court and the at- 
torneys for the government and the 
company, it was agreed that the attor- 
neve for the defense should be given 
sixty days to file a bill of exceptions 

“The court is as anxious to have 
this case taken to the Court of Ap- 
peals as anybody,’ said Judge Landis, 
“and I am willing that sufficient time 
be given. It must go to the higher 
court through the regular channels. 
No execution will issue until the cer- 
tificate has been presented to the court 
ad fully examinei.” 

It is expected that the case will be 
heard during the January term of the 
Tnited States Court of Appeals.

JUDGE LANDIS’S DECISION. 


Unmercifully Fiays Standard Oj! Cor- 
poration for its Contempt for 


the Law.

CHICAGO, Aug. %—Judge Lan- 
dis's decision was as follows: 
“This is a prosecution of the 
Standard Of! Company of Indiana for 
alleged violations of the act approved 
February 19, 1903, known as the Elkins 
Law. The charge is that the defend- 
ant's property was transported by the 
Chicago & Alton Ratllroad Company 
at rates less than those named in the 
carriers’ tariff schedules published and 
filed with the Interstate C6mmerce 
Commission as required by law. The 
offenses are alleged to have been com- 
mitted during the period from Septem- 
ber 23, 1905. to December 6, 1995. The 
indictment contains 1023 counts, each 
eharging the movement of a car of oil. 

“Certain transportation ts alleged to 
have been from Whiting, Ind., to East 
St. Louis, IL, the remaining counts 
covering transportation from Chappelle, 
I., to St. Louls, Mo. The plea was 
not guilty. On the trial 441 counts 
were withdrawn from the consideration 
of the jury on grounds not going to 
the ultimate questions involved in the 
case. 
‘gullty.” Motions for a new trial and 
arrest of judgment having been over- 
ruled, the matter tsa now before the 
court for the imposition of the penalty 
authorized by law.”

ITs TREATMENT OF KOREA HAS 
MANY PARALLELS. 


France Put Madagascar Into Same 
Kind of a Position—The United 
States Treaty With Japan and 
Korea Will Not Be interfered With 
by the Japanese Government. 


The manner in which Japan has 
treated Korea is interpreted at Wash- 
ington to mean that Korea will be 
converted into a Japanese colony, says 
the Washington correspondent of the 
St. Louls Globe-Democrta. 

As thé matter now stands, Ameri- 
can treaty rights in Korea will be 
protected by Japan and handled by 
Japan. The matter has not yet come to 
the point where Japan wishes to ex- 
tend our treaties with her to the 
Korean mainiand, but has only reached 
the stage where Japan is responsible 
to us for the observance of the 
treaties which we made with Korea. 
In the event of Japan declaring Ko- 
rea a J&hpanese colony, the United 
States will undoubtedly recognize that 
status quo and the treaties of this 
country would probably be supplanted, 
so far a® Korea is concerned, by our 
treaties With Japan, which would be 
extended in scope so as to cover Ko- 
rean territory. 

Our existing treaty with Japan ex- 
pires in 1911 and a new Japanese- 
American treaty wiil have to be exe- 
cuted and ratified. In the event of Ja- 
pan making Korea a colony before that 
treaty is made, American treaty rights 
in Korea would figure in the discussion 
of the néw {reaty between the United 
Staies aid Japan, which would then 
be applicable to Korea. 

The action of France in making Mad- 
agascar a French colony in 1895 brought 
about a diacuseion between France and 
the United States during Secretary Ol- 
hey's wr of the extra-territorial 
rights of Americans in Madagascar. 
In October, 18696, the French resident 
general at Tamatave, Madagascar, 
notified the American Consul at that 
lace that Madagascar had become a 

rench cblony. The French immedi- 
ately issGed a decree organizing the 
judiciary, to which foreign subjects 
were made amenable, and our Consul 
Was notified that, beginning October 
16, Frendh tribunals would exercise 
their funétions over all Americans in 
the island, This followed a course very 
similar t@ that whieh has been ob- 
served by Japan in Korea.

Peat for Fuel and Gas. 

Through the experiments of Prof. A. 
Prank of Chartottenburg, and his col- 
feague, Dr. N. Caro, generators have 
been made by which peat can be satis- 
factorily converted into gas for illu- 
minating and heating purposes. The 
eeperiments indicate that from about 
2200 pounds of turf as cut about 87,500 
feet of gas can be distilled, capable of 
Seveloping 660 theoretical horse-power 
hours when used for mechanical] pur- 
poses through the medium of a gas en- 
Sine. The cost of cutting the turf is, 
ef course, small, and if power plants 

set up near the peat bogs the cost 

moving the weight of water it con- 
tains is neglible.

AFTER LAND THIEVES. 


State Mineralogist Seeks Effective Fed- 
eral Co-operation in His 
Campaign. 

Secretary Garfield of the Department 
of the Interior, has instructed Com- 
missioner Ballinger of the General 
Land Office to confer with State Min- 
eralogist Aubury on land frauds in 
this State. Aubury held a conference 
with Secretary Garfield, and out of 
this came the instruction to the gen- 
eral land commissioner. | 

Aubury declares that more than 10,- 
000,000 acres of public land in Califor- 
nia have passed into private owner- 
ship by reason of gigantic frauds 
through the employment of dummy lo- 
cators. Mineralized lands have n 
acquired by fraudulent pretenses ré- 
garding their nature, and timber lands 
of great value have been seized by 
land grabbers on placer locations, not- 
withstanding the entire absence of as- 
certained minerals. 

Aubury wrote to President’ Roosevelt 
some time ago saying that although a 
great amount of testimony had been 
placed in the hands of the government 
regarding land frauds in this State, 
te persons who had committed _ the 
swindies were not prosecuted, The 
Attorney-General of the United States 
has the sole power toé institute and 
prosecute the proceedings to a finish. 
The Department of the Interior has no 
agency in _ that direction. Aubury 
hopes for cotiperation between the Fed- 
eral departments.

YUMA (Ariz.) Aug. 1L-—Placer gold 
mining is commanding much attention 
in Northern Yuma and Maricopa coun- 
ties at the present moment...

According to E. W. Parker, fuel ex- 
pert of the ‘United States Geological 
Survey, the total production of coal 
in California in 1906 was 25,290 short 
tons, of the spot value of $60,710. 
The large and rapid increase Mm the 
production of petroleum in California, 
which has grown from 4,324,484 barrels 
In 1900, to 33,098,598 barrels in 1906, a 
nearly eightfold increase in only six 
years, and the use of this product as 
fuel in locomotives and in factories 
in the State, as well as ih the States 
and Territories adjoining, has resulted 
in the suspension of operations at sev- 
eral of the lignite produting proper- 
ties. Im consequence the returns for 
1906 show a decline In coal production 
from 77,050 short tons in 1905 to 25,290 
short tons in 19064, a decrease of 51,760 
tons, or 67.6 per cent. The decrease in

Soups from Their Fina, Walking Sticke 
from Their Bones, Leather from 
Their Skins. 


[Washington Post:] Commerce now 
proposes to convert the famous and al- 
most sacred sharks of the Bay of San 
Juan del Norte in Nicaragua into fac- 
tory products. 

Americans have been tempted by the 
vast number and sizes of the sharks 
down there and the ease of catching 
them into studying possible uses for 
the monsters, and they find that there 
is lots of money in sharks. Indeed, 
there is hardly a part of the wicked 
brute that cannot be utilized for some- 
thing. 

For instance, shark fins when prop- 
erly prepared furnish jelly that makes 
a really delicious soup. There is an 
excellent market for it anywhere on 
earth where there are Chinese, and it 
has even been claimeg that, if it were 
once offered as an American product, 
it would not be long before the people 
of this country would relish it as much 
as do the Chinese. 

The livers of sharks produce a splen- 
did, clear ol] that ts very valuable, and 
in great demand for the lubrication of 
the works of watches, clocks, and of 
fine guns. This oil is held in almost 
as great estimation as is the oil ob- 
tained from the porpoise and dogfish 
liver, generally conceded to be the fin- 


MANY USES FOR THE SKIN. 
The skin of sharks is of a beautiful 
burnished gray or bluish color. It 
looks like finely grained leather, by 
reason of the tiny prickles set all one 
way. They are quite invisible to the 
naked eye. Minute as are these prickles

An age of “higher study” for women 
has dawned in Japan. A “Vassar College’’ 
has‘risen in Tokio. And the sensitive little 

owerlets that gazed at the world timidly 

behind bamboo curtains are now set 

to the study of household economy, cook- 
ing, literature and social etiquette. 

It is a hopeful sign, meaning more to 
Japan than a victory over Russia. It means 
a newyage for women, of freedom for the 
little slave wives, of a wider education for 
the budding almond blossoms and a greater 
scope for woman’s work and endeavor in 
that country. 

And Japan hails the new education 
with delight. There are 1000 students at 
present in the Woman's University. Thou- 
sands of girls are studying in the normal 
schools to fit themselves for admittance. 
And at the head of the institution are the 
foremost men of the nation. 


Japan we read the traditional idea—mark 
it, ye emancipated goddesses of the Stars 
and Stripes—the following: 

A woman should look upon her husbend as if he 
were heaven itecif. and thus escape Celestial pun- 
ishment. The five werst maladies that afflict the 
female mind. are indectility. discontent. slander, jeal- 
ousy and silliness. Without any doubt these five 
maladies affli¢t seven or eight out of every ten 
women, and’ from them rises the inferiority of 
Women to men. 


Suppdse. one of the fair “sophs” at Vas- 
sar were told she should train herself to look 
upon her husband, when she gets one, as if he 
were heaven itself—suppose! Take care of 
that golf stick! Watch out! She might throw a 
baseball, footbal! or tennis ball—-anything she'd 
get. her-hand-on—at you. And she'd be justitied 
in doing so if you told her this was ber only 
way of escaping eternal punishment. 

Granting that the Japanese are an observ- 
ant and, many writers say, imitative people, it 
is probable that they took notes at Vassar. They 
were probably impressed there by the way the 
fair ones talked, the way they went on botan- 
ica] jaunts and studied various “ologies.” 

Anyway, the Japs decided to open a, uni- 
versity for women, which they did in 1900, his 
institution has been grad.ally growing in favor, 
and now the Japs are planning a more ambi- 
tious future for it. ; 

At the beginning 500 regular students were 
enrolled, while (500 more took courses In the 
high schools connected with the university pre- 
paratory to entering it. 

The express object was formulated fol- 
ows: 


T THE “Greater Learning of Women” of 


To so further the general culture of students, 
that. on the basis of the “heat ern education, 
they can perform their duties as Women, wives and 
mothers. 


During the first year there were 700 sub- 
seribers, among them the foremost men of the 
empire. Marquis Ito took a persons! interest 
in the new institution. Count Okuma, Marquis 
Sayonji, Minister of Education Kubota, Prince 
Konoze and Baron Shibusawa, the great finan- 
cier, were active in its establishment. 

Their united efforta resulted in the magnifi- 
cent buildings, which now stand on beautiful 
grounds just outside of Tokio, the first insti- 
tution of its kind in the land of the Rising Sun. 

Formerly the lady of the tiny toes staved 
mostly indoors.. Her life was inactive, quict 
and simple. She sipped her tea, pecked the 
daintics brought in from native restaurateurs 
or let her fingers wander idly over rare shim- 


rosy Sea Anem- . 
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mering fabrics, leisurely conjuring weird and 
fantastically colored flowers. 

They had their flower dances, of course 
—beautiful flower dances. Dances of maid- 
ens almost as fair as the blossoms themselves 
-—marching and dancing, swaying and bow- 
ting to the rhythmic motion of the long 
wreaths of fragrant blossoms. ' 

There are flower dances at the Tokio 
University for Women; indeed, the purpose 
of the institution is to preserve old tradi- 
tions as well as to acquire the best of modern 
learnings And then there are club exercises, 
swinging exercises, hoop plays, flag-waving 
movements and flower-basket marches. 

“We wish to be honorably athletic,” they 
will tell you. Their instructors believe in 
the cultivation of bodily strength and grace 
as well as mental superiority. 

Outdoor life of Vassar in some ways 

compa strikingly with that of the stu- 
dents 1 the Vassar of Japan. At Vassar the 
girls btudy botany, and vecasionally take a 
trip ower to see John Burroughs. Dut in 
Japan the girls go in for garden eulture— 
the real thing. One can almost hear the men 
whisper, “One point better.” 
One of the remarkable features of the 
American institution is the lack of restraint, 
the delightful freedom of the girls. In this 
respect it must be confessed that the students 
of the Japanese institution are, to some ex- 
tent, under lock and key, so to say.

No girl under the age of 17 is admitted to 
the institution. Each student is required to 
furnish a certificate from a well-known citizen 
of Tokio, who makes himself responsible for 
ther good behavior.

Perhaps the curriculum will suyprise you. 
There are three courses, covering three years— 
household economy, English literature and Jap- 
anese literature. Japanese literature is sec- 
éndary to a study of the English, however. . An- 
other course has been arranged recenily, en 
includes pedagogies, music, art and philosophy. 

From the time she toddles, a Japanese girl 
prepares to become “a good woman, wife and 
mother.” Devotion to the home and fidelity te 
the husband are woman's cardinal virtues. 

So in her procesa_pf modernization it is 
natural that Japan should wish to teach the 
women how to keep house. 

This includes not only cooking and house- 
wifely skill. The student studies etiquette, so- 
cial usages, practical and theoretical morals, 
psychology, physiology, applied physics, chem- 
istry, natural science, art, history, civic Knowl- 
edge, story telling and the hygiene of children.

View That Handicapping Is 
Absolutely Necessary.

NEW* YORK, Aug. 3—Bearing out 
the demand of American automobile 
manufacturers made for a _ stock 
chassis endurance race, the following 
Suggestions for ‘such a contest are 
vifered vy autémobile experts.

No basis of equalization has yet been 
established, and no distinction is made 
between different classes of cars sold 
at widely different prices. We see a 
fourteen-horse-power car pitted against 
a sixty-horse-power one in open con- 
tert both being called-upon to cover the 
same distance and with the same load. 
Is this reasonable? What can it 
preve’ What can the buying public 
learn from such a contest? Absolutely 
nothing, this is made plain by the con- 
test in the Glidden tour, which ended 
fast week. 
A contest is not a contest unless 
every contestant has an equal chance. 
Where cars differ widely, as they do, 
this-equality can only be assured by 
their division into classes.

The average baseball fan, who puts 
up his 25 cents to see a ball game in” 
this city at Chutes Park, sometimes 
jas an idea after the game that he is 
spending a lot of money for nothing, | 
if the contest happens to be a bad one, 
and yet, if he would stop and think | 
another minute, he would understand 
that it is necessary for him to pay the | 
price, for the very good reason that | 
the various managers and the league 
need the momey, and need it very 
much. . 

If you do not believe it, just try. to 
think that the money invested in Coast | 
league baseball for this season, and. 
for any season, representes more than | 
$500,000, and possibly $1,000,000, if the 
cost of the bali parks is figured in. | 
Leaving this item out, the fans of the | 
Coast cities must contribute more than | 
$130,000 this year, in order to make | 
the leagwe and its manager and stock- | 
holders “break even" at the end of the | 
year.

It bites whole 
pages out of bank books, and keeps | 
many a man awake at night trying to.

The San Francisco club stands to 
lose the largest sum this year, no 
matter how 1 the season really is.

Valencia streets in San Francisco, ac- 
cording to the report of Henry Berry, 
who says he saw the bilis that Cal 
Ewing paid.

The 
largest item of expense, in any league 
or club, is the salary list, and this 
amounts to about §80,000 for the Coast 
league, this year, divided on a basis | 
of $20,000 for each of the four clubs. 
The next big bill ts for traveling «x- 
penses, and this is $20,000 in round 
numbers, and may be more. This is 
hard even to estimate, but this vear 
the expense will be greater than in the 
past, owing to the operation of the tIn- 
ter-state commerce law. 

As an Illustration of how much 
money is needed, Manager Berry says 
that if the Los Angeles team would 
go from here to Portland for a week 
of baseball, the trip would cost him 
about $625, exclusive of salaries, and 
these would be as much more, so such 
a trip means $1250 expense. Just the 
exact amount of expense for a club 
during the season can be arrived at 
only by taking the schedule and figur-

to do this, he generally figures on 
overdrawing his bank account before 
he makes his first trip.

At the big fight at Colma, Fourth of 
July. under his management, every 
person got the exact seat he paid for 
and no other.

Wednesday night it was a rough 
stampede in which one got his pocket | 
picked and his ticket torn out of his 
hand. A policeman probably soaked:

out from under you. 

In justice to Alex Greggains, how- 
ever, it should be stated that the po- 
lice were the ones mainly to blame. 
Only four or five were sent around in 
the first instance. The crowd simply 
walked over them. 

Chief of Police Dinan and every one 
ef four Police Commissioners who wit- 
nessed the scenes at the skating rink 
should be sent to prison for permitting 
what took place.

POLICE HELPLESS. 

At the top of the statrs stood four 
or five helpless policemen. They tried 
to hold back the crowd. The séene 
was punctuated every now and then by 
an outburst of insane and brutal wmth 
on the part of some of these police- 
men. Some one would offend one and 
the cop would grab the offender and 
hurl him with all his weight against 
the front of the crowd unti] the mass 
of humanity on the steps would give 
way in @ great yelling, protesting wave 
of humanity, crushed down by brute 
force.

Alexandria the Ancient. 


Returning to Alexandria, sitting here in this $5 a day 
| hotel, surrounded by.all the luxuries of Paris or New 
' York, I find it hard to realize that I am in one of the 
very oldest cities of history. I started out today to look 
up relics of the past, going in a cab by mile after mile 
of modern buildings, and traveling over the site of the 
metropolis which flourished here Igng before Christ was 
born. The only object of note stili left is Pompey’s pil- 
lar, and that is new in comparison with the earliest his- 
tory of old Egypt. . It was put up only 1600 years ago, 
| and long after Alexandria had become one of the great- 
| est cities of the world. The monument has been said 
to stand over the grave of Pompey, but it was really 
erected by an Egyptian prefect as a landmark for sail- 
ors, a burning fire upon its top being visible for miles 
about this part of the Mediterranean Sea. The pillar 
consists of a massive column of polished granite as big 
{around as the boiler of a railroad locomotive, and as 
high as a ten-story flat. It consists of one solid block 
of stone, standing straight up on a pedestal. It was dug 
out of the quarries of Assouan, far up the Nile Valley, 
and was brought down the river on rafts and lifted, in 
some way or other, to its present position. An evidence 
of its modern origin is now to be seen in the excavations 
which the antiquarians are making about the pedestal. 
During the past few months they have been digging in 
the earth far below its foundation, and have taken out 


which are still wrapped in cloths, in order to protect 
them from injury until they can be taken to the mu- 
seums of this city and Cairo. I shall send home a pho- 
tograph which I have just made of one of these 
sphinxes. 


Scraped Her Bones With Oyster Shells. 


It was at Alexandria that St. Mark first preached 
Christianity to the Egyptians, and later on the city be- 


came one of the Christian centers of the world. It was. 
the 
Christian monks, led by Peter the Reader, tore her from | 


there that Hypatia lived, and it was there that 


her chariot as she was about to go into a heathen tem- 
ple to worship, and massacred her. They scraped her 
flesh from her bones with oyster shells, and then tore her 
limb from limb. ‘ 


It was here in Alexandria that Cleopatra corrupted 
Caesar, and later on brought Marc Antony to a suicidal 
grave. There are carvings of Cleopatra still to be seen 
on some of the Egyptian temples far up the Nile, and I 
have a photograph of one which is still in good preserva- 
tion in the Temple of Denderah. Its features are Greek 
rather than Egyptian, and she was a Greek by her an- 


| cestry rather than a Simon-pure daughter of the Nile. 


She was not noted for her beauty, but she had such a 
wonderful charm of manner, sweetness of voice and bril- 
liancy of intellect that she was able to flirt with and 
captivate the greatest men of her time. 


Came to Caesar in a Bed Tick. 


and brother to the throne of Egypt. Her father, who 
was one of the Ptolemies, had left his throne, at his 
death, to herself and younger brother, and according to 
custom the two were to marry and reign together. One 
of the brother’s guardians, however, had dethroned Cleo- 
patra; he had banished her, and she was not in Egypt 
when Caesar came. It is not known whether it was at 
Caesar's request or not, but the story goes that she made 
her way back secretly to Alexandria, and was carried in- 
side a bed tick on the back of a servant to Caesar's 
apartments, and thus presented to the mighty Roman. 
She so delighted him that he put her back upon the 
throne, and when he left for Rome some time later he 
took her along and kept her there for a year or s0. 
When Caesar was murdered, Cleopatra, who had re- 
turned to Egypt, made a conquest of Marc Antony, and 
she remained his sweetheart from that time up to the 
day when he committed suicide upon the report that she 
had killed herself. This was after Antony had been 
conquered by Octavius, his brother-in-law: and it is said 
that Cleopatra tried to capture the heart of Octavius 
before she herself committed suicide by putting the 
poisonous asp to her breast.

Church With a History. 


% AMERICAN PRISONERS OF WAR IN 
ENGLAND HELPED BUILD It. 


| From a Staff Correspondent. 
| Le July 13.—Most of the American prisoners 


captured by England in the War of 1812 were con- 
fined in what was then a military prison on the big, 
bleak moor of Dartmoor, in Devon. Some of those pris- 
oners-helped build a church there. On that account the 
church posseses some claim to interest Americans. It

Upon the rugged heights of Dartmoor, exposed to the 
blasts of every wind that blows, there stands the unique 
Church of St. Michael and All Angels, Princetown; 
unique in being the church of the highest inhabited vil- 
lage in England, 1400 feet above the level of the sea; 


egt parish in England, of 60,000 acres of moor and heath 
and streams; but unique, most of all, in its origin. 

The manner of its building is probably unparalleled; 
certainly so in England. 
nineteenth century, when the whole world was convulsed 
with war and bloodshed, and England was sorely pressed 


history of those wars concerns us only in its relation to 
the building of this church. Many of the French prison- 
ers of war were removed for safety to a military prison 
‘Yormed at Princetown. To supply spiritual needs, these 
French prisoners were allowed to build a church them- 
selves. This church was begun in 1812, the French pris- 
Oners working at sixpence (12 cents) per day. They 
were paid quarterly, but if any of them escaped whilst 
employed on this church outside the prison, the whole 
of the quarter's pay for all the gang was forfeited. The 
reason for this is obvious. It made each man a spy 
upon his neighbor, few being willing to run the risk of 
losing their wages and thereby their power of purchasing 
additional comfort in food and luxuries. 

The fall of Paris and the liberation of the French pris- 
oners after the first peace of Paris in 1814 found the 
church half finished. It was at this juncture that the 
connection of the church with Americans begins. A 


ers of war confined at Princetown were allowed to take 
the place of the released French prisoners and on the 
same conditions as to pay, etc. These Americans con- 
tinued to labor on the church for some time after the 
war between America and England had been ended by 
the treaty of Ghent in Beigium in December, 1814. The 
work of building was actually stopped in April, 1815, 
when the discharges began. By that time the church 
was practically completed. 

It appears from the records that to American hands 
were due the roof and higher parts of walls and tower. 

Though thus unique in its origin, yet bravely for nigh 
on a hundred years has it borne the rigor of the Dart- 
moor climate, looking out unceasingly with its dark, 
storm-beaten tower to the graves of those stranger ex- 
lles, but escaping not scatheless. Neglect and fire and 
tempest successively impaired its strength. Fallen into 
ruin and forsaken by the government in the late fifties. 
it was adopted by the parish of Lydford and reverently 
restored in the early sixties, only to feel the devastating 
influences of fire in 1868. Again restored, it gradually 
began to crumble and decay, till the hand of the spoiler 
fell on it in 1899, ostensibly to restore, but in reality to 
mutilate and mar. Better days have since dawned éor 
the historical building; little by little the ravages of the 
restoration are being repaired, the tottering walls 
' (propped up now with timber) rebuilt and the obliterated 
porch replaced. 

The restoration scheme now in hand will cost £850, 
and even then much more could be spent upon beautify- 
ing the interior. Of this £850, not more than £250 is 
in hand. Ard this account is written in the hope that 
each American who reads it will be willing to send a 
donation, however small or large.

Free Legal Aid. 


The alien who finds himself fleeced in New York soon 
finds his way to one of the offices of the Legal Ald So- 
ciety. There are five of these free law offices distributed 
about the metropolis, that known as the “East Side 
Branch” having the largest immigrant practice. Besides 
the Attorney-General who oversees the legal work of the 
entire society, there is an attorney in charge of each of- 
fice, and under him one or two assistants. Al) of these 
salaried lawyers are under agreement not to do any out- 
side legal business while in the employ of the society. 
Every client lodging a complaint with the socjety is sup- 
posed, if able, to deposit a retaining fee of 16 cents, but 


more than a third, because of extreme poverty, are not 
required to giye even this pittance. Sums utder $5 are 
collected free,“it 10 per cent. of amounts above that | 
sum goes into the treasury of the society and helps to | 
support the work. This revenue amounts té less than 
$5000 a year, although more than 20,000 cases are being | 
prosecuted annually. The main support of the enter- 
prise is the fees of patrons, members and associates, who 
pay $100, $20 and $10 per year. In the thirty years of its 
existence the society has prosecuted more than a quar- 
ter of a million cases, and has recovered for its poor 
clients more than a million and a quarter of dollars. 


The success of this enteprise has been dne to Arthur 
von Briesen, who has been its president since 1890. Like 
Jacob Riis, his friend, he came to New York 4 penniless 
German lad when 17 years old. At first he had to live 
on $iper week, and during this time, he tells me, he came 
to know the sufferings and wrongs the poor have to 
bear through’ Jack of advice and knowledge of the law. 
Today, as a member of a prosperous Wall street firm, he 
is realizing the dreams of his youth in serving the un- 
fortunate, not only without reward, but at great per- 
sonal expense of time and money. When Theodore 
Roosevelt was Police Commissioner of New York he 
eame into intimate touch with Mr. Von Briesen, and 
their work together among the poor was the beginning | 
of a close friendship. Mr. Roosevelt is still a vice-presi- 
dent of the society, as are Joseph Choate, Andrew Car- 
negie and Secretary of State Root. Since the organiza- 
tion of this enterprise in New York, similar legal aid so- 
cleties have grown up in Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Newark and, quite recently,in Washington.

The institution 
is known as the Clara de Hirsch Home for Work- 
ing Girls, and it was placed under Mrs. Straus’s direc- 
tion by her friend the late Baroness de Hirsch, who en- 
dowed it. Its purpose is not only to care for and protect 
immigrant girls after they leave Ellis Island, bat to 
serve as a trade school for poor young girls over 14 
and also as a comfortable home for self-supporting girls 
between 14 and 21.

ENVER (Colo.) July 22.—I¢ is pretty hard to find 
an old-time cow puncher in the business nowadays, 
There are plenty of hardy young cowboys, who caf 
ride like Centaurs, handle the rope with skill, and cut | 
out and brand cattle to the taste of the crankiest 
roundup ¢oreman—but the grizzled old boys who fol-

It is here 
where orders and assignments are given, where the su- 
perior explains the holy rule, laid down by the founder 
of the order, and here also, is made the public accusa- 
tion of faults, penance imposed as well as gone through 
with. In this hall are the confessionals; here each mem- 
ber has an individual seat, marked with his church- 
name, and beldw the seat a smal] box, into which he 
may store whatever trifies, whatever worldly mementoes 
the consent of his superiors permits him to keep. That 
is all he can call his own, as far as there is private prop- 
erty In the order. At one end of the chapter room is a 
raised platform, or dais, on which are placed the seats 
for the aybot, the prior and the gub-prior. Suspended 
from the wall oppos..e hangs a large, wooden cross, 
blessed nearly sixty years ago at the Trappist home in 
France, and carried to this country at the head of the 
little band of religious people, wha were sent to revive 
severest church rites and ascetic life in the West.

APAN is becoming modernized so fast’ that travel- 

ing is now comparatively easy for the globe-trotting 

foreigner, and all of the most interesting or famous 
places are easy of access. The Japanese have their steam 
cars and electric cars, and now Osaka and Tokio have 
added public automobiles for the use of thase who find 
the street car or jinriksha too slow. Theré are people 
in Japan who have never seen a train—but #o are there 
in Tennessee. 

The most amusing days are past—the days when the 
people entered the cars as if they were private houses, 
and left their shoes on the station platform, éxpecting to 
find them again when they left the train. Im those days 
this country certainly deserved the name a! a, Land

foreigner, which often raises the price. A native is thus 
able to travel cheaply without a dining car. He avoids 
the use of dishes by lunching from this box with the in- 
expensive knife and fork, drinks his hot tea and after- 
ward throws box, teapot and cup out of the window.

It 
seems to be impolite for two time-keepers to keep the 
same time, and | have often walked a mile into town, 
arriving a half hour earlier than | started. : 

The trains are run on the block system, and if one 
train is delayed nearly every train on the line is psually 
behind in time. As the trains are never allowed to pass 
each other, excepting at the scheduled switch, each train 
muet walt for the delayed number at the accustomed 
place. Thus the whole time table is soon untimed and 
people stand around stations dully consulting their 
watches; or, rather, I should say, being in Japan, they 
are hanging over hibachis, smoking their miniature 
pipes and dreaming of Nirvana (perhaps,) while the 
train waits for hours only'a few miles away. But if 
time is lost, something more precious is saved, for there 
are rarely any accidents, and a year’s perusing of a Japa- 
nese daily would fail to show one life lost from a head- 
end collision. | | 


Ticket agents here are not awe-inspiring, frowning 
demigods, but often in Yokohama and Tokio one meets 
at the open windows the face ‘of a pretty young girl, 
who gazes at you ¢oyly while she lisps “First, second or 
third class?”

stay, however, the curtain does fall on many of one’s 
cherished ideals of Japan. It is a most curious country, 
with people of niany contrasts. For nearly every asser- 
tion that one may make of the characteristics of the 
people, the opposite may be said with equal confidence. 
They are slow td move, but quick to act. They are ex- 
tremely polite, and yet quite impudent in their rudeness; 
very modest in dress and in expressing their self-es- 
teem, but immodest in their bathing, from our stand- 
point. Cleanliness is a law of their lives, yet I never 
saw such dirty children, even in our own Sonoratown. 
After bathing perhaps twice a day, clothes which have 
not been washed ¢or months are put on again in good 

But to return to our subject. The railroad guards call 
the names of the stations from the outside, and their 
words are just as unintelligible as those of the brake- 
men in America. ‘The train approaches the raised plat- 
form, and the guards rush to unlock the doors. Red- 
capped boys step to the windows, and packages and va- 
lises are handed out to the porters, who carry them, for 
1 cent each, through the depot to the carriage of jin- 
riksha beyond. — 

When fhe train stopped, the clatter of geta begins 
agein, and one follows the crowd to the little fence 
and through the gate, where the ticket is handed to the 
waiting guard. Once on the platform, the jinriksha 
men’s shouts reminds one of the hotel bus callers in 
an American small town. Not understanding Japanese, 
it sounds like the chatter of monkeys. And so they are 
often chosen dor théir beauty, or kindhess, which is the 
same thing more than skin deep. A trustworthy, kindly 
jinriksha man, as found in some inland towns, is the 
next best thing to one’s own father or brother. We are 
whirled away to the hotel, and so the journey is ended; 
very conveniently and comfortably for the Japanese, and 
not so tiresome for the foreigner, if one has learned a 
little adaptation and has given up the idea of expecting 
to find things just as they are at home.

As 
only the surplus over what is needed for the body is 
available for egg production, the proper feeds should 
be fed in sufficient quantities to induce this production. 

“In supplying feed to fowls there are three kinds of 
constituents which should be present in certain fairly 
well fixed proportions if the desired results are to be 
obtained most economically. These constituents are 
mineral, nitrogenous and carvonaceous, all of which are 
contained in corn, wheat, oats and barley, but not in 


the right p ions to give the greatest egg yield. In 
addition some animal feed and green feed should be 
supplied. 

“In feeding poultry a valuable lesson may be learned 


from nature. the spring the production of eggs on 
the farm is an @asy matter. Fowls which are at liberty 
to roam find ah abundance of green and animal feed 
on their range, which with grain furnishes a perfect ra- 
tion dor laying hens. In addition to this they get plenty 
of exercise and fresh air. So far as lies within his power, 
then, the feeder should aim to make the winter condi- 
tions springlike. 

“There are two systems in use for the feeding of 
fowls, in one of which all the feed is given dry and in 
the other of which one or more of the daily feeds consist 
of a moistened mash. For convenience they may be 
termed the “dry feed” and the “mash” systems, although 
in the dry deed system a dry mash is often fed. Dry 
feeding is used by many where it is not convenient to 
make and feed a moistened mash. The greatest ad-

Economic Feeding. 


Much has already been printed in this department bear- 
ing on the proper feeding and management of poultry; 
for the most part this information has been based not 
only on the writers’ experiences and observation, but 
it has also varied the opinions of not a few of thé more 
successful breeders of this section. Indeed, the subject 
is the pivotal point in the argument, for the person 
who has mastered economic feeding and management 
(which means that he has secured the proper ration at 
a minimum of cost to secure a maximum of product) 
is invariably successful at the business. In view of 
this fact, a late Bulletin of the Agricultural Department 
at Washington, on poultry feeding should be in the 
hands of every commercial breeder for study and ad- 
vice. Prepared with a view to answering conditions 
more closely East of the Rocky Mountains, rather than 
on this Coast, it nevertheless contains meaty paragraphs 
that appeal to the California poulterer. Obviously, in 
its application, the availability of feed stuffs, ¢condi- 
tions and environment should be carefully considered 
by the reader. We quote a few of its salient and: sug-

1 part charcoal. 

The hopper containing this mash is opened about an 
hour after the n feed of grain, or about 12:30 p. m., 
and the fowls have access to it.¢or the remainder of the 
day. 

Wheat is generally considered the safest grain to be 
fed alone. It is nt quite as fattening as corn, still is 
too fattening when ¢ed alone. This grain should be sup- 
plemented by some meat feed or skim milk to increase 
the proportion of protein. Wheat contains more protein, 
than corn, about the same amount of carbohydrates, but 
less fat, and on thé whdle is considered not so valuable 
for fattening, but better for growth. Wheat screenings, 
if they are of good grade. can frequently be purchased 
and fed to advantage. Of course there is always the

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FIELD NOTES.. 


Entomologist Here. 


HAD the pleasure of a few hours with Charles P. 

Lounsburg of Cape Town, Africa, during his visit 

here recently. This gentleman is recognized as one 
of the world’s effective workers in economic entomology, 
and is certainly a most entertaining scientist. He 
brought to England for shipment to our State insectary 
an internal parasite of the biack scale’s, and our offi- 
clals have bred out some of these insects for distribution. 
A small lot was liberated at Whittier by the State, but 
[ have no information as to the success of the main lot 
retained at Sacramento. Mr. Lounsbury was a class- 
mate with Ralph E. Smith of Whittier, with whom he 
spent two or three days while in Southern California. 
He gave some attention to cyanide fumigation, and does 
not seem as enthusiastic upon the use of insect para- 
sites as we would like him to be.

Lounsbury’s skill that Scutellista were successfully in- 
troduced into the United States.

The Florida White Fly. « 


OU wonder what the expense of the visitation of the 

white fly has been to the citizens of Marysville. So 
far the cost of inspection, legal service, pruning and 
burning amounts to $8500 to the owners of the inéected 
trees and $3500 to the city. Over 70 trees and plants 
have been denuded or destroyed, and this does not in- 
clude the money spent by the State Hortic!tural Com- 
mission, of wiith we have no account. Ap alling it 
is to think of this fiy’s becoming firmly seated at River- 
side, Redlands, Pomona or the great tract of groves just 
east of the San Gabriel River. The $12,000 spent upon 
the yard trees,at Marysville would look like a mite be- 
side the enormous sums that would be required to han- 
die the pest in any one of a score of localities in the 
South. The troubles at Marysville are not over, and the 
expense may be doubled before the nuisance is abated. 
Just consider what a world of worry, expense and dissat- 
iefaction might have been prevented by the interception 
of one batch of plants.

Orange Gum Disease. | 

O MUCH has been said about this malady of late, 

and so little is known about it that one runs the risk 
of ridicule to mention it. But when a practical grower 
wishes to have his say, there should be no restrictions 
put upon him. And now one of this kind of men writes 
me that the gum disease is caused by too much water 
running too near the trees, and the neglect of the grower 
to cultivate the ground after the irrigation. He found in 
his orchard the earth baked so hard about the surface 
roots that the soil rould not be removed without bring- 
ing the bark with it. This condition, he says, finally 
checks the flow of sap, chokes the tree and the roots die 
and decay, causing the gummy appearances noticed upon 
the trunk of the victim. If we could get away from the 
discovery that the teal gum disease is an infectious at- 
tack and does not ofiginate in conditions any more than 
smallpox or measles, it would simplify the matter. That 
there are conditional gum diseases and infectious attacks 
is now believed by al! pathologists.

There are climatic reasons for the pop- 
ularity of this variety, but we cannot boast in the south 
over the northern wainut sections, for frost often in- 
vades our otherwise good walnut lands in the more éx- 
posed valleys, One grove of the Franquette which I vis- 
ited at Santa Rosa is all of grafted stock, and was then 
seven years old.

It came from the 
original Franquette tree in France, so the owner avefs, 
and last year a nursery firm paid 25 cents per pound for 
the crop of about twenty-five pounds to the tree. This 
grove bore nearly 100 pounds when the trees were only 
three years of age.

Behind the Veil. 
G ions man first began to think of such things, mil- 


lions have ruined their health, or brought on pre- 

mature death, or gone insane, and haye made all 
around them miserable, and have missed the joys of 
life, through brooding over what is going to happen to 
them after death. Hence, an occasional glance at what 
science has so far discovered—or attempted to discover 
—in regard to the existence or non-existence of dis- 
embodied spirits, is not inappropriate, in a department 
devoted to the Care of the Body. . 

During the past few years there has been a notable 
increase of interest in the subject of psychic phe 
nomena. A person who desires to investigate this sub- 
ject impartially is confronted by great difficulty in the 
shape of the numerous fakes, who practice on the 
credulity of the public. A large proportion of those 
who give “seances,”: “readings,” and so forth, for 
money, are heartless fakers. Their claims of ability to 
give unerring advice in regard to love, business and 
other matters is ludicrous, in view of the fact that most 
of them eke out a bare living by charging from two 
bits to a dollar for a sitting. 

The English Society for Psychical Research, of which 
a branch was formed in the United States, has been 
engaged for a number of years in gathering and sifting 
testimony in regard to supernormal demonstrations. 
“Science and a Future Life” is an interesting book, 
summarizing the most important of the society’s work, 
more especially with reference to such matter as might 
claim to bear upon the problem of a future life. It is 
written by Prof. James H. Hyslop, formerly professor 
of ethics and logic in Columbia University. 

The American branch of the English Society for 
Psychological Research went out of existence in 1905, 
oa the death of Dr. Richard Hodgson. It has been re 
placed by the American Institute for Scientific Research 
of which Dr. Hyslop is secretary. A short time ago Dr. 
Hyslop lectured in Los Angeles. In reply to an inquiry 


by the editor of this department he stated that he has | 
not seen any reason to change or modify the opinions 


set forth by him in the book under review. 

The author properly gays it is high time that inves- 
tigations of this kind should be endowed, as are many 
others of less importance. It is, indeed, astonishing to 
what an extent this interesting subject of investigation 
has been ifnored by thinkers and left as a fertile field 
for dakers. Prof. Hyslop says: ? 

“They will spend millions in North Pole expeditions, 
in deep-sea dredging for a new fish, in biological in- 
quiries to show a protoplasmic source of life, and in 
astronomic observations that lead only to speculation 
about planetary life—in short, anything to throw light 
on man’s origin, but not a cent to ascertain with any 
scientific assurance a word about his destiny.” 


The English Society for Psychological Research was 
organized in 1882, with Prof. Henry Sidgwick of Cam- 
bridge University as president. Among the vice-presi- 
dents was Arthur J. Balfour, who since has been Prime 
Minister of England. 

As to telepathy, the author says in regard to the 
mass of evidence favorable to the hypothesis: . 

“There have been various opinions in regard to its 
value, some accepting it as conclusive, and others sus- 
pending judgment for further experimentation. But 
probably none can deny that the material at least 
makes out a case demanding serious attention from 
scientific men, and that, @ telepathy at least is not 
admitted, much more than this will have to be accepted 
to explain a part of the society's records.” | 

Experiments with drawn figures, under very good test 
conditions, are shown to be remarkably successful. The 
“percipients” were blindfolded, and the drawings made 
in another room. There is, however, distinctly a limi 
to such powers. Prof. Hyslop says: - 

“It is even extended by some persons to this omnis- 
clent access of any percipient to the mind and memory 
of any living person at any time desired. It suffices to 
say that there is not a particle of scientific or any other 
warrant for such a process. On the evidential side, 
such a hypothesis is sheer nonsense, and I do not think 
that any one would be tempted by it, except as a means 
of giving trouble to those who believe in the existence 
of discarnate spirits, It should be remembered that the 
scientific world generally has not yet accepted telepathy 
of any sort. to say nothing of this omniscient thought 
reading, which is apparently Without analogy of any 
kind in physical and mental phenomena.” 

This would apparently include those who make won- 
derful claims of being able to send “thought vibrations,” 
indiscriminately, all over the world. Dr. Hyslop says 
he does not know of a shred of evidence to support the 
idea that telepathy, if it exists, is effected through the 
medium of vibrations of some kind. 

The author describes a number of well-authenticated 
cases of apparitions, including a noted one told by Lord 
Brougham, who was thoroughly a man of the world. He 


“ had drawn up an agreement with a friend, written in 


their blood, to the effect that whichever of them died 
first should appear to the other. The other did appear 
to him, having died in India on the same day. The

He 
shows that Roentgen rays, radio-active forms of energy 
and wireless telegraphy all represent super-sensible 
modes of réality. There is, he declares, everything in 
the scientist's account of ether, to suggest the attributes 
of omnipresence, omnipotence, indivisibility, unchange

between telepathy and spiritualism. Of telepathy he 
says: 


accepted it there is no knowledge whatever of its laws 
and conditions. But,” he adds, “the man who does not 
admit telepathy at least has no way of avoiding the 
spiritistic hypothesis. No matter what the process in- 
volved in the transmission of thought from one living 
mind to another, the fact does not exclude the possibil- 
ity that telepathy may be the very process by which the 
disincarnate, @ it exists, communicates with the living.” 
He adds: 

“But let us grant that telepathy can reach the mem- 
ories of sitters, that it can have access to the subliminal 
states of the mind as well as the present active states 
of consciousness Of sitters. Yet, even this telepathy will 
not approximate an explanation of the phenomena. No 
telepathy which Goes not extend, in some way, to all 
living minds and memories can even approach an expl:- 
nation of such cases. So far as I know, such a telepathy 
may be possible, but there is no adequate scientific evi- 
dence for it. I dé not know even one iota of evidence 
for it that can be scientifically accepted. Moreover, it 
represents a proceés far more incredible than spirits, and 
no intelligent mang will resort to the belief of it in any 
haste. Only a superstitious prejudice against the possi- 
bility of spirits will induce a man to betray such credu- 
lity as the acceptance of such a universal telepathy. A 
man who can believe it in the present state of human 
knowledge can believe anything, and ought to be toler- 
ant to those who have a lurking suspicion that there 
might be such a thing as a disincarnate spirit. [ do not 
yet believe there is any such telepathy, and I am cer- 
tain that there is no adequate scientific evidence for it.” 

In regard to the spiritistic hypothesis, Prof. Hyslop 
declares it is the best working hypothesis in the fleld to 
explain the phenomena concerned. He says: “No other 
hypothesis presents half the credentials of rationality 
that can be claimed for spiritistic agency.” As three 
positive arguments for the spiritistic hypothesis he men- 
tions (1) the selective unity of consciousness exhibited; 
(2) the dramatic play of personality; (3) the character 
of the mistakes and confusions. 

The most é¢requent-heard objection to the spiritistic 
hypothesis is .ae triviality of the communication pur- 
porting to come from disembodied spirits. In regard to 
this the author says: 

“But there is another reason why triviality cannot be 
treated as an objection to the spiritistic theories. If the 
facts make the spiritistic theory the only rational sup- 
position possible to explain them. it has to be accepted, 
whether desirable or not.
